It is the bidder’s
responsibility to make a portion of the work avhiéeato MBE/WBE subcontractors and
suppliers and to select those portions of the warknaterial needs consistent with the
available MBE/WBE subcontractors and suppliers, & to faciltate MBE/WBE
participation.
